Likely Due to Delays 


SCHOOL LEADERS

Faced with a crisis in the cit- 
rus harvest due to the labor 
shortage and due to prolonged 
rains, leaders in the citrus indus- 
try are today seeking help from 





. all possible sources. 


Chaffey faculty leaders, cogni- 
zant of the situation, are now and 
have been, giving every possible 
help to students who will accept 
part-time employment. A half- 
day school schedule is in effect 
for all students employed in agri- 
culture. Ernest W. Fischer, high 
school principal, reported that 
from “one half to two-thirds of 
the boys are now employed part 
time.” 

a Special appeals have been made 
to all other boys. 

“With most of the older and 
larger students already working 
it is quite likely that not many 
more boys can be obtained,” Mr. 
Fischer reported, adding with 
emphasis that: ‘“‘We are conduct- 
ing personal interviews with pros- 
pective workers and doing every- 
thing possible to get as many 
‘citrus pickers as possible.” 

A limited number of men in- 
structors will also be available to 
assist in supervision as well as 
in picking. 

Parents’ approval must be ob- 


‘tained in all cases of students 
participating in the half-day 
classroom schedule and half-day 
‘employment. 


The Chaffey junior college is 
also conducting a survey among 
the limited number of men stu- 
dents in an effort to give the cit- 
rus growers as much as possible. 

At the same time the citrus 
leaders are looking to the state 
and federal government to speed 
up the importation of pickers 
from Mexico. 

Several citrus associations have 
‘provided living accommodations 
dn accordance with government's 
specifications on the assurance 
that Mexican nationals would be 
sent here. The workers have nev- 
er arrived, however, 

An effort continues to get local 
‘citizens to spend their week-ends 
in the citrus groves. Several

Incomplete reports from the 180 
“field workers” in the Upland Red 
Cross Chapter’s War Fund cam- 
paign show a total of approxi- 
mately $3,700 collected to date. 

This is not a record for Upland 
to be proud of, it was pointed out 
this morning by Frank K. Ni- 
chols, campaign chairman. 

Upland area has been asked to 
give $9,940 in this greatest of all 
mercy campaigns. Little more 
than one third has been contribut- 
ed in the eight days of the cam- 
paign, 

During that time the volunteer 
workers have been greatly hind- 
ered by the ‘almost continuous 
rain, many of them trying to 
make calls in the steady down- 
pour, 

This is believed to be one rea- 
son for the slow progress of the 
campaign. 

A second reason, it 
gested by the workers, 
this is income tax time. 

It is pointed out, however, that 
the payment of income taxes in- 
dicates a fairly generous income 
during the past year and is strict- 
ly a business proposition. 

On the other hand, the cam- 
paign workers feel, the gift to the 
Red Cross should be made as a 
willing sacrifice —- an amount 
large enough to require some per- 
sonal retrenchment.

Story of Greek 
Downfall Related 
At Rotary Meeting 


What happened in Greece and 
why it happened as it did were 
dramatically revealed to Upland 
Rotarians at noon today. 

The speaker was Dr. Jesse Mar- 
tin, a retired missionary, who told 
of the Greek “Quislings” that 
made it possible for the Germans 
to amaze the world in their swift 
conquering of the nation that had 
so powerfully resisted Italy. 

One answer to the quick down- 
fall was the countless number of 
pro-Germans among the Greek 
military and civilians, according 
to Dr. Martin. Since then, hows 
ever, the brutal ruthlessness of 
the Germans has turned the pop- 
| ulation against the invaders, he 
reported. 

Prior to the war, Germany had 
spread propaganda throughout 
Greece and even among the Greek 
army leaders there were many 
commanders who left their sol- 
diers in the emergency, the speak- 
er related.
